This was d i s c o s e d at the 
White House today by David I, 
Lilienthal. ch a i r rn a n o f t h e 
Atomic E n g ery Commission. 
He made his announcement 
after reporting to P r e s i d e n t 
Truman on the p r o g r e s s of 
the atomic bomb, 
Lilienthal said that cobalt can 
be m ade radioact i v e i n t Ii e 
atomic furnace to such an ex­ 
tent that its radioactivity equals 
that of rad iu m in the tre a tm e n t 
of cancer. 
Cobalt is a tough lustrous m e ­ 
tallic element found with i r o n 
and nickel deposits. It has been 
used chiefly as an alloy and in 
pigments. 
Lilienthal also announced that 
two new industrial uses of atom ­ 
ic energy—one in the processing 
of steel and the other in the pro­ 
duction of rayon.

Brothers Seeking Treasure Trove 
Of $8,000,000 Sunken Ship’s Cargo

NEW BEDFORD, .Mass.—Some­ 
where on the bottom of the At­ 
lantic off the coast of Cape Cod is 
a fortune of manganese. Three 
Somerville, Mass., brothers have 
decided to have that fortune which. 
if found, will amount to $8,000,000. 
During World War n the Wyo­ 
ming, a freighter, went down while 
sailing in New England waters. 
Her cargo, among other things, 
was manganese. 
Three brothers—the Lane boys 
of Somerville, Mass.—are about to 
go after that lost treasure. 
Their plans included the pur­ 
chase of a Gloucester fishing boat 
and the shipping aboard of a crew 
of 14. "All members of the crew 
will share in the fortune lf we are 
able to raise it," Edward Lane 
sa ys. 
Lane feels quite sure of being 
able to reach the sunken ship be­ 
cause he is in possession of three 
different possible locations of the 
lost vessel, all within easy reach of 
each other. 
"One of them must be the exact 
spot," he said. 
The ship, the Ruth and Marga­ 
ret, now being outfitted for the 
adventure, has had Its Diesel en­ 
gines overhauled, diving gear has 
been loaded aboard and cutting 
tools stored. 


THERE is so much gear on 
board the 118-foot craft now that

Livestock Raisers Are Alerted 
Against Deadly Blood Disease

J 
COLUMBUS. April 21~L ive- 
itock raisers throughout the na­ 
tion were alerted today to the 
growing danger cf a d e a d l y 
disease of cattle, 'anaplasmosis 
which strikes during the Spring 
and Summer months. 
••Anaplasmosis has now in­ 
vaded the northern states as 
well as the south and west,” 
the American Foundation for 
Ynimal Health reported. “ Now 
no section and no climate is 
safe.” 
“In one recent outbreak, cat­ 
tie had been shipped in as feed­ 
ers. Later, they had been de­ 
horned. Apparently the original 
ahipment included one animal j 
Infected with anaplamosls. Then, 
the infection had been sp r e a d 


through the herd by the dehorn­ 
ing operation.” 
Long a problem in the states 
with 
mild 
climates, 
anaplas­ 
mosis is most commonly spread 
by bitting insects or by the care­ 
less use of dehorning and other 
surgical instruments, it was ex­ 
plained. 
“ If cattle develop anemia, 
depression or other symptoms 
of anaplasmosis, a p r o m p t 
diagnosis is essent I a I,” t h e 
foundation said. 
“ Careful examination, perhaps 
followed by blood tests, is nee-! 
essary in order to distingu i s h 1 
this trouble from more common i 
cattle diseases such as anthrax, 
milk fever, blackleg and poison­ 
ing ”
